Tho great battle, so long and so feverishly ex-

pected, for the defense of the capital, was be-

gun yesterday and has been continued to-da- y

with great ardor, and, so far as w&have learned,
with tbo most signal advantage to our cause.
Though there was a conviction, amounting al-

most to certainty on the public mind, that the
combat would commonce on the Chickahomiuy
before twelve o'clock, very few civilians en
deavored and none were permitted to enter tho

lines, and all who bad gono out to witness tho
sfiock of "arms wero stopped by the pickets and

came back the victims of perspiration and disap

pointment For himsolf, your correspondent did

not attempt to enter upon the forbidden ground
woll knowing tho difficulties which would at
tond tho effort, and ho is, thereforo, under the
necessity of giving a hurried account of what
has been accomplished as he gathered it from

tha lips of others, having sought his information
as much as possible from those who had returned
from the battle-fiel-

At an early hour yestorday morning, Genoral
Jackson left Ashland with a considorablo force

for the purpose of getting behind the enemy,
with the intention of giving the signal to our
forces in front when ho should bo in position for
the combined attack, but having been compelled
to make a considerable detour to reach the point
of his destination, he did not give the signal at
tho expected moment, and Gen. A. P. Hill, im

patient of the delay, sent couriers to inform Gen,

Lec and old Stonewall of hte immediate pur
pose to cross the Chickahominy. This he did at
the Meadow Bridge, and marching on the road
to Mechanicsville soon encountered and drove
back a large force of the enemy, taking, as it is

reported, a battery of several pieces of artillery.
Upon reaching tho neighborhood of Mechanics
ville, they attacked tho enemy's works in the
rear at the same time that Gen. D". H. Hill's-d- i

vision assailed it directly from the other side of
tho river. Here an obstinate and bloody fight
ensued. The enemy's position was very formid

able, and they had strengthened it by well-co- n

structed fortifications on which heavy guns had
been mounted. For two hours a turious can
nonade was maintained betweea tho hostile par
ties, when the order was given to charge, and
tho advance was made nearly simultaneously
from front and rear with severe loss but with en
tire success, the Yankees abandoning their in- -

trenchments and leaving all their pieces in our
hands. This was about half past soven in the
evemng. I regret that as yet X nave not been
able to ascertain which of tho infantry regi
ments were most conspicuous for gallantry in
the rush upon the Mechanicsville fortifications.

It was almost a desperate enterprise, for the
Federal batteries commanded the road and the
bridge for more than throe-quarte- of a niilo,

and a high hill had to be surmounted after the
opposite bank of the Chickahominy was gained,
Tho first company of light artillery which
crossed the bridge, was tho Purcell Battery,
commanded by Captain Willie Pegrain ; and
this excellent corps had tho further honor
of having suffered most severely of all the
forces enfracred, havincr lo3t six men killed
and thirty-fiv- o woundod, out of ono hundred
and fifty, fl rejoice to render tho trihuto of

praise to young regram, tho captain ol tui3

company, a boy that has not yet completed his
twentieth year, who unites the purity, tho mod

esty and tho gentleness of a woman to the firmness
of a hero and tho coolness of a veteran. Ho
is the youngest brother of Col. John Pegram,
the gallant but unfortunate leader atEich Moun
tain, now on tho stff of Gen. Biaurcgard, as
chief of engineers.

Upon giving up their guns and earth-work- s

above tho Mechanicsville Bridge, tho Yankees
fell back a short distance upon Ellerson's Mill,
where they had formed a very strong lino of de-

fenses by diverting tha water from the canal
which supplied the mill, and mounting large field

pieces behind tho bank. Immediately their cap-- 1

tared guns and all our own artillery, which could
be brought to bear upon the point, were turned
agsinst this stronghold, and an incessant storm
of sheik wa3 launched at it till twenty minutes
past nine P. M., when the darkness of the night
rendered all further efforts to reduce it, useless.

At daybreak this morning the cannonade was
with tremendous energy, and not long

thereafter the mill was carried in splendid style,
and the Yankees driven down tho road in the
direction of the New Bridge. "Meanwhile, the
divisions of Longatreot and Msgruder had also
crossed the Chickahominy, and at once joined in
the pursuit

From morning till three o'clock the fighting
was still kept up, the enemy retreating, but
pouring .a deadly fire upon our advancing, col-

umns as they moved back. One after another
their intrenchments were carried at the
point of tbo bayonet, and it is worthy of
note, as an illustration of the unmilitary tricks
of the Yankee soldier, that when our brave fel-

lows arrived almost within arms length of the
gunners of a Federal battery, which they had
charged with the bayonet, tliey came directly upon
nn invisUAefcn.ee of strong iron wire, (I say in
visible because- it could not be seen at the dis
tance of forty yards,) and while detained for an
instant by this novel and unexpected barrier
were shot down by tho Yankee infantry posted
to support tbo battery. At three o'clock our
troops were reported to have reached and occu
pied tho York Eiver railroad, taking the railway
trucks conveying McClellan's scige guns and
cutting off completely his communication with
West Point.

An hour earlier than this a considerable force

was sent to our extreme right, not far from the
field of tho Seven Pines, where the battle was
expected' to raga violently bofore sunset, and
where it will probably bo joined in
heavy masses on both sides.

As tho results of the conflict of yesterday and
to-d- thus far, we havo.many guns of the ene
my and five hundred prisoners of war, the Yan
kees have been driven back several miles, and
their line of conveyance for supplies and rein
forcements interrupted, and there remains with
us the prestige of two days' brilliant success.
Tho battle, now commenced with such auspices

ultimate victory, will bo vigorously con
tinued, and, as wo hopa and believe, terminated
with the expulsion of McClellan from tho soi

Delicate women

hearing with composure tho loud, incessant

roar of artillery from tho batteries of an enemy

whose onergies were wholly bout and whoso
pride staked upon tho reduction of their city,

children gambolling upon the grass and crying

with delight as tho sudden, fiftful explosion
the shells strewed the horizon with moteors,

and aroused all tho. quiet city with its peaceful
homes all unconscious of danger.

Sights of another and sadder kind have been
witnessed to day, as tho ambulances havo come

with the wounded, but I forbear to discribo,

what I havo seen. . Again tho ladies of Eichmond
havo .thronged like troops of angels to the hospi
tals, and are ministering to tho wants of the suffer
ers. Night before last there wero six thousand un- -

occupied"bods in tho various buildings set apart
for tho reception of the wounded, and, as our
loss has boen very severe, I fear they will all bo
filled before Sunday.

No names of tho killed and wounded havo yet
been reported on authority, but I will send you
a full list (as soon as it can bo obtained) of such
as belong to your own part of tho Confederacy.

OPENING OF THE CKEAT BAXTJLE.

llcary Isagcinenl oh Ific JLeft of Our
sutiiet.

From (he Richmond Dispatch, June 27.

Our city was startled lato yesterday evoninsr
by reports of heavy ordnance, and by one con-
sent it wa3 universally announced that the great
battlo had at last opened, and that the greatest
and most momentous conflict of tho aire was
fully inaugurated. As far as we can ascertain.
at a late hour of night, it appears that our forces
attacked the enemy with unparalloled fury at
Mechanicsville, and from tho suddenness of the
attack, the enemy wore totally non-plusse- d and
driven from three-- large redoubts in rapid suc-
cession, seizing tho guns and turning them with
terrific effect upon the foe.

This accomplished, our forces advancod and
captured two lines of intrenchments and field
work, "taking everything beforo them in gallant
stylo. with the movements on tho
extreme right and rear of tho enemy, our. gener-eral-s

crossed the Chickahomiuy at two points,
viz: by the Mechanicsville bridge and Meadow
bridge, attacking the enemy with great dash and
ardor, driving in their outposts, and ascending
tho opposite bills, seized tho batteries erected
thereon, and fully commanding the future move-
ments of our forces in crossing tho stream. In
doing this, tho rapidity of movement was such
that the enemy was unprepared, and lest a mon-
ster battery, which has long annoyed our troops
to tno rigut anu leu ot tbo xorlc Kiver railroad.

This achievement in itself is of incalculable
value, and is equivalent to tho saving of five
thousand lives. Gon. Branch, we understand,
led tho advance down tho-- Meadow Bridge road
with a brigado of North Carolinians, and on
crossing, were instantly reinforced by other
troons of Gen. Hill's division. Tha numernna
field-work- s and batteries opposed to thoir ad--
vance wero assailed by our men in the coolest I
